Technical tips

What are VO Meters? 

What are all those meters on the studio 
console, the production console, the news 
console and the Union studio console? 
They're VU Meters. "VU" stands for "Volume 
Units” and is a measure of loudness. The 
reason you have faders and VU meters is so 
you can select what audio source goes on 
the air (or to be recorded) and how loud. 
The object is to have everything go out the 
same level, and the desired level is such 
that the VU Meter peaks "0" at the loudest 
sounds. 

To set your levels correctly, you 
actively have to "ride gain" on the 
console, adjusting the appropriate faders 
up or down so that you peak "0." You don't 
want your Mic "in the mud" and your music 
or news cuts "in the red." Contrary to 
what some jocks seem to believe, running 
your music "in the red" will not make it 
louder on the air. In fact, it will just 
add distortion, because we have audio 
limiters downstairs and at the transmitter 
that will keep you from over modulating the 
transmitter (an_FCC violation)... The 
limiters are set to add some compression 
and deliver a consistently loud signal over 
the air when the console output is at "0." 

To Whom are you Talking? 

Or, as most of us would say, "Who are 
you talking to?" Sometimes we tend to look 
at that microphone and think about our vast 
audience, and we picture hundreds or 
thousands of folks hanging on our every 
word. Wrong picture. 

Arthur Godfrey, regarded as the 
father of talk radio, once said, "The 
microphone is not a megaphone; it is an 
ear." Now think about that. Godfrey 
explained that while he was hospitalized he 
had a radio at his bedside. "Why is that 
announcer shouting at me?" he asked. "I'm 
right here." 

Good point. When you're on the air, 
you're not addressing 50,000 fans gathered 
in Memorial Stadium. You're usually 
talking to one or two people at a time, in 
their room or apartment, or in their car. 

So talk to them—not at them. Think about 
not saying "I hope everybody out there is 
doin' well today." Think about saying 
instead, "How are you doing today," or "I 
hope your day is going well." Radio is a 


very personal medium. Think of it as one- 
on-one, not one-on-many.

Adrienne has been into poetry ever

These are people whose 
writing she admires, but do not have the 
presentation qualities of the beat writers, 
or some of the more modern day slam poets. 

Adrienne incepted her show idea after 
she built up a large collection of spoken 
word CDs and wanted other people to hear 
what was being said. Last year in the dorm 
she would have kids come to her room and 
she would play her CDs for them. She 
thought that listening to poetry on a CD 
Would be more interesting for her friends 
than reading poetry out of a book. This 
year she took her idea to KJ and got a 
show.
